OVERISSUES. 


Some Important Changes 
Market for Them. 


The Uncas Paper Company Secures the Overissues of the 
Journal and the Herald, and Is Negotiating for 
Those of Another New York Paper—Some 
Facts as to Prices. 


in the 


Overissues will be an interesting feature of the paper 
steck market during 1901, unless all signs fail. In this 
respect the. stock will only be keeping up its record for 
the past sixteen months. Going back of that time it is 
fcund that 50 cents per 100 pounds was the average quota- 
tion on overissues for a aumber of months. In September, 
1899, however, the advance began, the price then going 
up 10 to 15 cents. By referring to the files of Tue 
PaPpER TRADE JOURNAL for the boom months it is seen 
that steady advances were made in overissues until the 
tcp-notch quotation of 70 to 90 cents was reached in 
January, 1900. These figures remained in force for the 
first three months of last year, although the demand was 
on the ebb. Since last spring the leading New York house 
dealing in overissues has lowered its price to 75 cents per 
100 pounds. The other houses have been offering small 
quantities at about 65 to 70 cents. The average quotation 
to-day is therefore about 70 cents. What it will be for the 
next six months is just now a matter of considerable 
speculation. That the market will be somewhat unsettled 
during that time is likely, judging from recent reports. 

The most important announcement tending to disar 
range the old order of things is the acknowledged fact 
that the Uncas Paper Company, of Norwich, Conn., has 
just closed contracts whereby it is to have all the over- 
issues printed by both the New York Journal and the 
Herald. Last year, and for some years previous, the 
Journal overissues were bought by the well-known 
paper stock house—James M. Fitz Gerald, of New York. 
Those of the Herald have been taken by the McEwan 
Brothers Company, of Whippany, N. J. The Uncas is now 
negotiating for the overissues of still another large daily 
newspaper. « 

At what figures the contracts for 1901 were closed is not 
known definitely, still it is given out that the price for the 
greater part of 1901 will probably be 60 cents per 100 
pounds. This is evidently estimated on the basis of the new 
contracts just closed, It is admitted, however, that there are 
fairly good indications that the demand will be strong 
enough to hold the price up higher than 60 cents. The 
National News Board Company is cited as an important 
factor in making this calculation. The outlook in the 
ground wood market is also indicative of high prices for 
old papers. Then there are a number of new concerns 
crowding into the market which expect to use overissues. 
Two of these are the Pulp Reclaiming Company, of New 
York, and the Cosmos Company, also of this city. The 
former controls a new patented machine for making pulp 
out of old papers. The latter owns a secret process for 
makimg paper out of waste straw, but owing to the short- 
age of that material the Cosmos Company is making ar- 
rangements to use overissues until the price of straw 
comes down.

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REPORTS ON DEMAND AND PRICES. 


Doings at Various Paper Points—Very Fair Volume of 
Business—Some Have More Than a Seasonable 
Amount of Trade. 





Paper men in the New York market were not in the 
mood to do business this week. This was, in a way, fortu- 
nate, as there was really very little to be transacted. Nearly 
all connected with the paper trade here have been 
busy trying to find out just how they stand with the com- 
mercial world. In addition to this task, some attention, of 
course, had to be paid to the expiring century. The com- 
bination of events, therefore, put all thoughts of immediate 
sales in the background. The local market is consequently 
in about the same condition as for the past few weeks. 
News paper continues its position as the strongest grade 
in the list. This is proven by the fact that the contract for 
the Mail and Express supply was closed last week at 2% 
cents. This figure has been considered for months as the 
bottom rock price on the renewal of all big newspaper 
contracts. For carload lots the lowest quotation found in 
the New York market is 2.40 cents, less 5 per cent. thirty 


days. The regular asking price for such quantities is 2%4 
cents. Less than carload lots bring between 24% and 2% 
cents. These figures are likely to remain unchanged for 


some time to come, so the manufacturers of news predict. 
Book papers, in common with all the other grades, are quiet 
this week. There is, however, no anxiety about the demand 
for them, as nearly all the Eastern mills are fairly well 
supplied with orders. In regard to the Western book mills 
it is said that a number of them are in need of orders. For 
a super of average worth the price is reported to be at least 
3% cents. It is said, though, that offerings are made of a 
“pretty good super” at 3% cents. Although there is little 
doing in book this week there is no fear for the immediate 
future of the market, as many of the publishers must again 
bid for supplies within the next few weeks. Manilas are 
reported rather weak. All the old quotations hold, how- 
ever. The market in general is quiet, and is expected to 
remain so for a week or two. There is, however, great 
confidence that a good stable business is in store for the 
trade for the next six months. 





Prosperous Year at Holyoke.

Mills have not been very busy the past week and a ma- 
jority of them were closed Christmas Day. Very few, if 
any, of them, I am informed, will close New Year's, as 
the day in this State is not a holiday. The volume of 
business done this week is appropriate to the seasou. 
The Linden Division of the American Writing Paper 
Company was closed most of the week, as an inventory 
was being taken. Manufacturers are satisfied to have busi- 
ness suspend for a short time, as they have had a good 
season. The year just closing has been one of the most 
prosperous ones in the history of the local mills, barring 
last year, which should not be considered in making com- 
parisons locally. The volume of business handled this 
year is said to have exceeded that of any year, save last 
year, for the past decade.

Good Business at Appleton. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

AppLeton, Wis., December 31.—The last day of the 
closing century finds the paper manufacturers with much 
to be thankful for during the year just closed, and looking 
forward confidently to as good or better conditions for the 
year to come. Business at present is good. There has 
been no diminution of orders except a very little since 
Christmas Day, which was, of course, to be expected. In- 
quiry for all the lower grades of paper is brisk, and all 
the mills making them are crowded with work. Book 
papers are a little dull, as is always the case just now, but 
otherwise there is a market for everything. It is in all re- 
spects a merry Christmas for the paper men. 

The president of one of the largest concerns in the 
valley was asked by your correspondent what he thought 
of the prospect for next year’s business. “Business is 
bound to be good,” he replied. “I am not looking for 
any boom, such as that of a year or more ago, and hope 
there will be none, but general business all over the coun- 
try is doing well, and I can see nothing to prevent the 
paper business from participating in it to the full extent. 
We are getting plenty of orders, but I notice some dif- 
ference in the character of them. The jobbers to whom 
we sell do not seem to carry the stocks that they formerly 
did, and we have fewer orders for a carload of three or 
four standard sizes and weights to go into stock. Most of 
the orders are coming in in smaller lots of odd sizes and 
weights. The trade seems to want to sell the paper before 
it orders it. With conditions as they are I do not know 
why this should be unless it is because the jobbers got in 
the habit of doing that way during the time of business 
uncertainty, and feel that they can do business about as 
well that way as under the old order. Jobbers’ stocks in 
the country are light, and the business that is now coming 
to the mills pretty well represents the business that is 
now actually being done.” Fox RIver. 





Satisfactory Year’s Business in the Miami. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Dayton, Ohio, December 24.—The year just closed has 
been a satisfactory one from a business standpoint, if the 
opinions of tradesmen are to be accepted, and there is no 
reason why they should not be. The last week in the year 
showed a Io per cent. gain in general trade, and, of course, 
the paper manufacturers had their share of this prosperity. 

An investigation shows, too, that the mills have more 
orders at this season, which is an off one for trade, than 
they had a year ago. Some of the order books are 
crowded and many of the mills are running night and day. 
This indicates a flourishing state of affairs, especially at a 
time when little is expected to be stirring. ¥ 

But there is one glaring deficiency—the prices are not 
as firm, nor are they as substantial, as those existing a 
year ago. This is everything to the maker, who would 
rather run less hours and have a smaller product and 
make the same money. In order to have the same net 
profits the latter part of 1900, it has been necessary for 
the paper manufacturers to employ larger forces and to 
increase their product. To some it has been expensive, as 
changes were necessarily made and the year has not been 
as profitable. To others the past twelve months have 
shown an increase in profits despite the reduction in 
prices, 


“Why don’t you advance prices if the entire trade is 
under an impetus and orders are plentiful?” was a point 
blank question which has been put in this valley, but to 
receive a satisfactory answer would result in a call for the 
coroner. “You'll have to figure that out for yourself,” 
was the laconic reply of one manufacturer, who has long 
striven to solve the problem. 

Theorists have been at work. They tell you that the 
jobbers are well supplied. Some say they are making 
money; others, the reverse. Some claim they have been 
overstocked, else they are waiting to dispose of present 
stocks, whether they be large or scant, in the hope of 
buying under the present conditions at an advantage. 
Others claim that prosperity has halted temporarily and 
must catch its breath before proceeding on another long 
stretch. It is really interesting and diverting to hear the 
many theories advanced. Some are so calm as to say 
nothing in substance, though they do not aim to. In fact, 
the tradesmen of this valley, as well as many others in 
other sections of the country, are at a loss to explain the 
situation. They appear to be like fish out of water. They 
are content, nevertheless, to proceed on the same basis 
as before, and do not fear a further reduction of prices. 
They appreciate that a change must take place sooner or 
later, but just when and how is the question. Some pre- 
dict that it will be a solid year before prices change ma- 
terially; others maintain that prices will soon be on the 
ascendancy and will remain there. 

Most of the grades were in heavy demand the last week 
in the old century, and the indications are that the twen- 
tieth century will be distinguished by busy mills ana 
plenty of work for all, even if the prices are slightly re- 
duced. The year has been a satisfactory one and the busi- 
ness has averaged well. To find a “chronic kicker” at this 
time would be like hunting in a straw stack out at the 
Aqueduct board mills for a collar button that Charley 
Whealen lost when he broke his collar removing stacks 
from side streets, at the request of the city. M. V. 


THE BRITISH PAPER MARKET. 


Employment in Paper Millis During November Very 
Satisfactory—Chemical Workers Busy—The 
Pulp Markets Unchanged. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 


Lonvon, December 21.—According to the reports of the 
correspondents of the Board of Trade, employment in the 
paper trade remained good during November. The per- 
centage of unemployed union members at the end of the 
month was 2.3 per cent., as compared with 2.2 per cent. 
in October and 2.6 per cent. in November last year. In the 
Tyne and Wear district two paper mills worked short time 
and four full time, while one mill was reported to be par- 
ticularly busy. Caustic soda workers in the chemical fac- 
tories in that district were also busy, and in the bleaching 
powder department employment was fairly good. Pulp 
workers at Hartlepool found trade fair. Chemical work- 
ers in Liverpool and the neighborhood considered trade 
dull, and it was only moderate in the chemical trade at 
Middlewich. At Barnsley paper makers were busy, and 
china clay workers at P!ymouth and in the Southwest dis- 
tricts continued to be well employed. 

Trade in paper circles is quiet and in fact events in the 
market are going along in a very routine way. In me- 
chanical pulp British buyers are not taking much stock, 
but, notwithstanding this, Scandinavian makers are hold- 
ing to prices very closely. The same is true of the sul- 
phite market. For 1go1 delivery first quality unbleached 
is quoted at £10 to £10 5s. and bleached at £12 10s. to £13 
10s. Reports from Scandinavia‘ indicate that at most 
mill points the Water supply has been greatly improved. 

Business in the chemical market is limited, but prices 
are unchanged. Bleaching powder is firm.

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DECISION AGAINST IMPORTERS. 


The Government Wins in the Gunny Bagging Case—De- 
cision by Judge Townsend Against the 
Contention of the Plaintiffs. 


By the decision of Judge Townsend the Board of 
General Appraisers are :ustained in their ruling in regard 
to the duty of 10 per cent. ad valorem at which they have 
been assessing gunny bagging for over two years. A test 
case was made as to the validity of such assessment by the 
Train, Smith Company, of Boston and New York. This 
was argued two weeks ago in the United States Circuit 
Court, sitting in New York city. Whether the question 
will be taken to the Court of Appeals is as yet not de- 
It is intimated though that the case will again 
be appealed. As the io per cent. duty on all importa- 
tions since the fall of 1898 have been added to the selling 


termined. 


price, subject to a refunding clause, the decision of the 
court has caused no special stir among the paper stock 


importers. Judge Townsend's opinion is as fellows: 


Paragraph 632 of the free list of the Tariff act of 1897 
is as follows: ; 

“632. Paper stock, crude, of every description, includ- 
ing all grasses, fibres, rags (other than wool), waste, in- 
cluding jute waste, shavings, clippings, old paper, rope 
ends, waste rope and waste bagging, including old gunny 
cloth and old gunny bags, fit only to be converted into 
paper.” 

The merchandise herein is old gunny cloth or cotton 
bagging, which, having been used for covering cotton 
bales, has been removed and is ragged, dirty and partly 
rotten pieces, and has been imported into this country in 
500-pound bales, to be chiefly used as paper stock for 
making manila paper only. The importer therefore con- 
tended that this merchandise was free under said para- 
graph 632. The Board of General Appraisers, in a careful 
and exhaustive decision, overruled the classification of the 
merchandise by the collector as “bagging for cotton, 
gunny cloth * * * suitable for covering cotton” under 
paragraph 344 of said tariff act of 1897, and held that it 
was dutiable under paragsaph 463 of said act as “waste, 
not especially provided for” at 10 per cent. ad valorem. 

The grounds of contention herein have been exhaust- 
ively presented by testimony and arguments. The Board 
of General Appraisers has found that “the merchandise 
consists of old gunny bags or waste bagging, made of 
jute, used chiefly for paper stock.” 

The case 1s complicated by the fact that the pieces of 
gunny cloth differ so greatly in size that, while the larger 
ones would be suitable for covering cotton, and might 
properly have been included under paragraph 344, the 
smaller pieces are not fit for such purposes. There is no 
evidence to show in what proportions the different sized 
pieces are found except in the general statement that the 
average size is a yard square. Cotton bales vary in size, 
being generally 5 feet long and from 2% to 1% feet in 
height and width. 

In these circumstances, I think the material of which 
these bales as a whole are composed is not suitable for 
covering cotton, although it is suitable to be used for 
patching on cotton bales. 

On behalf of the importer it is shown that for more 
than twenty years the article has been designated for free 
entry by name, character and use; that if the construction 
adopted by the board as to its fitness for paper stock be 
adopted it will practically nullify the effect of nearly all 
the paragraph as applied to various classes of waste; that 
the uses of this merchandise other than for conversion 
into paper are not over § per cent. of the total use; and 
that some of these uses are for purposes of adulteration, 
and therefore it is strenuously argued inter alia that this 
does not show a commercial fitness for other purposes, 
and that the fair meaning of ‘fit only to be converted into 
paper” means only when of such sorts as are fit to be con- 
verted into paper. 

On the other hand, it appears that the probable reason 
why this article has always been admitted to free entry 
was either because it had not been previously so exten- 
sively used for purposes other than making paper or be- 
cause the officers,of the Government had not become 
aware of such other uses. In any event, it now appears 
that in addition to the use for patching cotton bales and 
for conversion into yarns to adulterate goods or make 
shoddy, uses which perhaps need not be here considered, 
the merchandise is also used for making mattresses, and 
sweat pads for horses, for lining cheap coats, and for re- 
conversion into bagging for covering cotton, and that the 
longer pieces are used for covering cotton bales and the 
shorter pieces for making «what is known as plumbers’ 
oakum, a commercial article employed in stopping leaks 
in water pipes, over 1,500 tons of this bagging is annually 
used for this latter purpose. 

If, therefore, there be excluded from consideration the 
use of great quantities of this merchandise tor patching cot- 
ton bales, for conversion into yarn to make cheap horse 
blankets and cheap carpets, and for making jute shoddy 
and mattresses, the fact still remains that this waste is fit 
for and is substantially commercially used in making new 
bagging, plumbers’ oakum, sweat pads, horse collars and 
other articles. 

In these circumstances I concur in the opinion of the 
Board of General Appraisers that the practical uses of 
the goods for purposes of manufacture other than con- 
version into paper are so relatively substantial and sig- 
nificant as to take the goods out of their former classifica 
tion. That certain factories buy large quantities in each 
year and use the same in the manufacture of a commer- 
cial article seems to conclusively establish the fitness for 
that purpose, and that it is used for several such purposes 
seems to negative the contention that it is fit only for use 
as paper stock. The evils attendant upon the classification 
of this merchandise for duty which have been forcibly 
presented by counsel for the importers cannot be remedied 
by judicial legislation, but only by the legislative branch 
of the Government. 





Inasmuch, therefore, as this merchandise is a waste and 
is no longer “fit for paper stock,” it properly falls under 


the classification of “waste not especially provided for.” 
[he decision of the Board of General Appraisers is there- 
fore afhirmed.

The lowering of the 
old figures—2.10 cents to 1.95 cents, the price fixed for the 
next six months—is considered a good stroke of business 
policy. By means of it buyers are estopped from grum- 
bling, as the quotation is down to bed-rock, and the fact 
that it is to hold for six months is counted on to improve 
business, as buyers will now be apt to order supplies for 
that length of time. For some time past it is a notorious 
fact that paper manufacturers have bought only from 
month to month, hoping all the time that the price would 
be reduced at the next monthly meeting of the American 
Sulphite Association.

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THE LARGEST PAPER CONSUMER. 


A Talk with Alfred Harmsworth—Is He Interested in 
Paper Projects in Canada?—His Brother Will 
Look the Matter Up Later. 





Alfred Harmsworth, the London publisher who is now 
in this country, was seen at the Holland House, New York 
city, by a representative of THe Paper Trape JourNAL, 
on Monday of this week. In the course of a very general 
conversation Mr. Harmsworth was asked about his ex- 
perience as a buyer of paper during the past year or two, 
in which time marty publishers have been very much 
worried. Replying to the question Mr. Harmsworth 
answered substantially as follows: “While I am the largest 
consumer of paper in the world, I really know next to 
nothing about that subject. My brother Harold attends 
to the buying of all the paper used in our publications. 
In the past year and a half we have, of course, consumed 
immense quantities of paper, considerably more, to be 
sure, than our usual amount. Still, as far as I know, there 
has never been any uneasiness in our office over the 
possibility of the supply running short—and perhaps for 
the reason that over two years ago I became convinced 
that we were going to have a Boer war on our hands. I 
therefore instructed my assistants to prepare for it. In 
consequence we laid in a store of paper, so that when the 
trouble began we were well supplied. We were, there- 
fore, independent of the market.” 

Being asked about the source from which the English 
publishers expect to get their supply of paper in the 
future, Mr. Harmsworth said: “Speaking for myself I 
think Canada will lead in that respect, especially as far as 
the production of news paper for the English market is 
concerned. That country has no doubt decided natural 
advantages for making the cheaper grades of paper. 
These, coupled with the fact that it is an important part 
of the British Empire, assures for its product a ready sale 
in the mother country. Already, I understand, many of 
the mills in Canada are owned wholly or in part by 
Englishmen. Much more money will be invested in that 
country for the manufacture of paper, if I am correctly 
informed.” 


To the question whether he had thought of imitating 
the example of the Lloyds in acquiring a mill site in 
Canada, Mr. Harmsworth answered: “Perhaps I am al- 
ready interested in the mills there, but on that point I 
guess I had better not talk. However, you can say for me 
that my brother Harold will come out here in April next 
for the purpose of looking into the matter cf paper making 
both in this country and in Canada. After his visit it is 
possible that we may acquire a mill property. Still, you 
understand, there is no certainty that we will. When he 
comes here you would do well to see him. For, in my 
judgment, he is as thoroughly well informed on the sub- 
ject of paper as almost any man either in this country or 
in England. His visit, I might add, is largely for the 
purpose of looking over the ground on this side of the 
water in order to ascertain the best plen by which we 
can protect ourselves if needs be.” 


OBITUARY. 


James E. SKINNER. 

James E. Skinner, fifty-two, an overseer for the Parsons 
Paper Company, Holyoke, Mass., died Christmas morn- 
ing, after a short illness, at his home in South Hadley 
Falls. He was stricken with a shock while at work in 
the mill on the previous Monday and he did not rally. Mr. 
Skinner went to Boston from Scotland in 1872, and two 
years later removed to Holyoke. 





FRANK KELLEY. 


On Sunday morning, December 23, Frank Kelley died 
at his home on Lower Oak street, Sandy Hill., N. Y., 
aged sixty-one years. For thirty-six years Mr. Kelley 
had been in the employ of the Allen Brothers Company in 
its paper mill at Sandy Hill. In his early days he learned 
every branch of the paper business, and at the time of his 
death he was one of the day foremen, looking after all 
stock and colors. He is survived by a widow, one daughter 
and five sons. The funeral services were held at St. Mary’s 
Church on December 26, and the Allen mill was shut 
down in order to give all employees an opportunity to at- 
tend. Mr. Kelley was held in high esteem by all who 
knew him. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


In their report the Wurtemberg factory inspectors state 
that the result of the Sunday rest in news mills has led to 
the introduction of quick running machinery in order to 
make up for the loss of the one day’s working. 

The Papier und Cellulose Fabriken Heidenau, A. G., in 
Heidenau, near Dresden, Germany, in its last report 
showed a profit balance of 46,487 marks. It was decided 
to declare no dividend, and to carry the amount forward. 





Consumers of paper and mill boards in Germany having 
agitated for the suspension of import duties, the Associa- 
tion of German Leather Board Makers has petitioned the 
Reichstag against any such suspension. It is claimed that 
present prices leave only a moderate margin. The sus- 
pension of the duty would, it is stated, be fatal to the in- 
dustry. 

The stocks and bonds of the Laurentide Pulp Company, 
Grand Mere, Canada, have just been listed on the Mon- 
treal stock exchange. The issue of common stock ii 
$1,000,000. The bonds are 6 per cent. first mortgage 
bonds, maturing in 1920, secured by mortgage on the 
company’s plant at Grand Mere, as well as on 1,400 
square miles of timber limits owned by the company. The 
interest is payable in July and December at the Bank of 
Montreal. 

Among the various changes in the classifications in the 
German customs tariff may be mentioned the following: 
Foundations of sieves and metal woven cloths for mills, 
paper factories, &c., of copper or brass wire: (a) Not in 
combination with éther materials, or only in combination 
with wood or iron, not polished or varnished, dutiable 
under No. 19d 1 of the tariff at the rate of 18 marks per 
100 kilos. (9s. 2d. per cwt.). (6) Containing woven 
threads (so-called “‘drilled”), as also other woven goods 
of copper or brass wire, especially those intended for 
dressmaking purposes, dutiable under No. 19d 2 of the 
tariff at the rate of 30 marks per 100 kilos. (15s. 3d. per 
ewt.). The Bundesrath has decreed that “compo-board” 
used in shipbuilding, described as an article made of 
steeped pasteboard in combination with wood, shall in 
future be admitted free of duty into the German Customs 
Union.

Question.—A water power that is being developed has, 
according to the engineers, a flow of 6,000 cubic feet per 
minute, and is being developed under 40 feet head. On 
the same stream is another fall which gives a head of 10 
feet in a mill already in operation. This mill shows 
about 100 horse power, and the engineers say that the 
new power mill will show about 403 horse power. Why 
is this? The same water flows through both mills, and 
I do not see how it can do more work in one wheel than 
in another. - 


Answer.—The power developed by a wheel in a stream 
depends upon two factors, the amount of water and the 
head under which it is used in the wheel. In the 10 foot 
fall, the water flows at the rate of 6,000 cubic feet—1o feet 
per minute, giving (at 62 pounds per cubic foot) 6,000x10x 
62 = 372,000 foot pounds of energy. As 33,000 pounds, 
1 foot per minute, make one horse power, 372,000 + 33,000 
= 112 horse power. The usual water wheel gives an effi- 
ciency of about’ 85 per cent., and 85 per cent. of 112= 
100.2 horse power. The 40 foot fall serves water at the 
rate of 6,000 cubic feet, 40 feet per minute, therefore there 
will be four times as many foot pounds developed at the 
wheel. Hence four times the fall, with the same amount 
of water. 

(291) T. J. S., Merritton, Ont. 

Question.—Will you tell me what is considered the best 
method for fastening the apron of a Fourdrinier paper 
machine? I ask this question because the tacks ordinarily 
used for this purpose become loose, pass over the wire 
and the couch roll and prove a source of danger to the 
rolls and felts. 


Answer.—There is a way of fastening aprons by means 


of tacks, without danger of the tacks ever becoming loose. 
This may be done by putting in a piece of hard wood to 
receive the tacks. Care must be taken, however, not to use 
too.dense a wood, or the tacks will not pull out when it is 
desired to change the apron. Oak or maple will hold tacks 
so that they can never be pulled out. A piece of ash, par- 
ticularly the brown ash used for furniture, will permit cop- 
per tacks to be withdrawn, and no other kind of tacks 
should be used, because iron or steel rusts so easily. An- 
other very good way of fastening an apron is to rebate the 
board to which it must be made fast. Work out a groove 
perhaps three-eighths of an inch wide and deep, lay the 
cloth over this groove and press down thereupon a nar- 
row strip of wood, which, together with the cloth, will just 
fill the groove in the board. If the stick be made just long 
enough to reach across the machine, the apron can be held 
perfectly rigid. When changing size it will, of course, be 
necessary to take out a portion of the stick next to the 
deckle straps, or if the sheet is to be widened, it will be 
necessary to put in a little more length of stick, in the 
shape of one or more short pieces. By having several 
pieces, varying from 10 to 20 inches in length, it is easy 
to make even for any desired width of paper that is to 
be run. If the paper maker desires to have something still 
better, he can fit a piece of brass into the apron board, the 
brass to carry a groove feed to receive a square brass rod. 
The apron is made fast to this rack, precisely the same as 
where the wooden apparatus was used.

Question.—In the erection of sulphite digesters, I notice 
that the workmen always require warm water in the shell 
for making the final test for acceptance by the purchaser. 
Why is warm water required for this purpose? Why will 
not cold water answer exactly as well, as the pressure 
exerted by cold is the same as by hot water? Please ex- 
plain the philosophy of the matter, and also show which 
is the best way of heating water for the purpose if it be an 
absolute necessity. 

Answer.—It is extremely difficult to make the heavy 
sheets which form the sides of a modern digester lie per- 
fectly close to each other, no matter how well the work may 
be done. There are always to be found some little places 
where the plates have been brought imperfectly together. 
Probably there is not more than the one-quarter of a thou- 
sandth of an inch between the two plates of steel, but un- 


der a pressure of 100 pounds per square inch, water will 
be forced out through the small space mentioned, and will 
manifest itself in drops—“sweat,” the boiler maker calls it 
—on the outside of the shell plates. No matter how good 
the riveting, the small spaces mentioned may occur. Their 
presence is due to the stiffness of the steel plates, and can- 
not well be overome by the rivets when the latter are cor- 
rectly spaced, and the slight convexity in the plate is so 
located that it is against the pull of the rivets to tighten the 
same. As these very small cavities cannot be closed by fur- 
ther riveting, it is necessary to do the act by caulking the 
sheet edges. It has been found that when the plates are 
cold they do not seem to stop the small streams of water 
as well as when warm. It is a well-known fact that some- 
times a steam boiler will be perfectly tight under steam 
when it will leak in numerous places when subjected to 
cold water pressure. It would be a very tiresome operation 
to make a 16-foot digester perfectly tight by caulking alone, 
when the temperature of the water within the shell stood 
at 33°, but, warm the water up to 150°, or as much hotter 
as possible without generating steam and pressure, and the 
small leaks will “take up” in a wonderfully comforting 
manner, to say the least. The leaks seem to fill up in a few 
minutes, without anything being done to them—the very 
small ones, as noted—and I am of the opinion that it is 
due to the superior oxidizing power possessed by warm 
water over cold. With warm water, the oxygen can more 
readily attack the particles of steel, and the resulting ox- 
ide, or rust, effectually and closely stops the small leaks 
above referred to. In fact, the oxide forms a rust joint 
between the plates which acts as a sort of cement to close 
the leaks and to forever prevent any further leakage be- 
tween the sheets at that point at least. The digester 
builder who is up to his business, and who wishes to secure 
a perfectly tight shell with as little labor as possible, will 
fill the shell with water as soon as possible after the rivets 
have been driven, and let the small cavities fill with oxide. 
This will not only make the shell tight, but it will prevent 
any stray acid from getting between the shell plates when 
they are well filled with iron oxide. The best way of 
warming a digester full of water is to fill it with an in- 
jector, throttled to deliver the water as hot as possible, 
then turn on steam at the bottom.

The Record of 1900. 

The record of the year 1900, so far as the paper industry 
is concerned, is one of which the members of the trade 
need not be ashamed. Considered as a whole, it is satis-

factory. Business was of good volume, 


meagre, and the entire industry has made progress. New 
and important mill plants have been erected, and in this 
department much work has been laid out for completion in 
the near future. 

The list of mill failures is brief, and for the most part 
the disasters are not of important concerns. In this re- 
spect the record of the year is exceptionally gratifying. 
In the matter of mill fires, however, there is no founda- 
tion for congratulation. The list is long and the losses 
heavy. It is to be hoped that the record of 1901 will be a 
vast improvement over that of 1900. 

Export trade has been steadily pushed forward. There 
has been a substantial growth in this department of the 
business, we adding over a million dollars to our export 
account in the last year. Careful, systematic work is now 
being expended in the widening of the sale of United 
States papers in foreign markets, and the indications are 
that the results will be satisfactory. 

All in all, the year 1900 may be regarded as one of the 
big years in the trade. The favors have not been confined 
to manufacturers, but have been distributed among job- 
bers and converters as well. We trust that the prosperity 


of 1900 may be more than duplicated in 1901. 


Paper Making in the Nineteenth Century. 

The nineteenth century will always be remarkable in the 
history of paper making in the United States. Early in the 
century—in 1827—the Fourdrinier machine was introduced 
to this country at Saugerties, N. Y., while the cylinder 
machine, as to the invention of which there are conflicting 
claims on behalf of British and American inventors, came

by United States builders, until now the high speed ma- 
chine made in this country holds the record the world over. 
It has demonstrated its ability to make 580 feet of paper a 
minute, and keep it up, and there are builders to-day who

In a word, the century that has just passed into history 
witnessed the establishment of machine paper making in 
this country, and the later years of that period were re- 
markable for a complete overturning of the industry in 
both its mechanical and chemical branches.

There are 
very many developments that cannot be referred to here, 
but the paper maker of even the sixties and seventies is 
astonished at the revolution that has taken place in his 


chosen line of work. 

There will be yet further and perhaps more startling 
developments in the present century. What they will be 
time alone can tell, although there are now in evidence 
number of them.

The reports that come to hand from the various paper 
centres indicate that, considering the trade as a whole, 
there is a large amount of paper being moved, possibly 
more than is customary at this time of the year. Orders 
in manufacturers’ hands are not small in quantity, and in 
some instances they are sufficient to engage product for 
some time to come, so that, all in all, the year’s business 
closes in a satisfactory way. Possibly the only drawback 
to complete satisfaction is the fact that the prices of raw 
materials have gradually advanced, so that the paper manu- 
facturer feels that he ought to have somewhat more re- 
turn for his product. 





The gunny bagging case that has been in argument so 
long has at last reached one stage of determination, and 
the judgment of the court is against the importers. They 
claimed that gunny bagging was entitled to come in free 
of duty and that the small percentage of that stock that 
was diverted from paper making channels and used for 
other purposes should not be the determining factor in 
settling the tariff question as to this class of stock. The 
court seemed to think otherwise, and as a result gunny 
bagging imported will have to pay a duty of Io per cent.

The Boston Paper Trade Association held its first meet- 
ing of the twentieth century this evening, Tuesday, Janu- 
ary I, at the Hotel Brunswick, Boston, the occasion being 
the sixty-ninth regular meeting of the association. 

As usual the ante-prandial ceremonies were as pleasant 
as the post-prandial festivities, if not more so, since the 
hour preceding the dinner was given to social conversa- 
tion, New Year greetings, story telling, &c. 

To the pleasing strains of the Salem Cadet Orchestra 
the members and guests marched to the dining hall and 
seated themselves around the handsomely decorated ban- 
quet table, with President James B. Forsyth at the head. 

Mr. Osborne Howes, of the Boston Chamber of Com- 
merce, was the special guest of the evening. 

When the order of business was taken up, after the serv- 
ing of coffee and cigars, President’ Forsyth, in calling the 
meeting to order, spoke a few words of welcome. 

George B. Bearce, treasurer of the Odell Manufacturing 
Company, of Groveton, N. H., was elected to membership. 

President Forsyth then introduced the guest of the even- 
ing, Osborne Howes, who addressed the members on “Our 
Trade Relations with Canada.” 

Mr. Howes said in part: 

“When we take up for consideration the case of Canada 
we find a people closely resembling ourselves in the stand- 
ard of civilization, having the same tastes and needs that 
we have, fully appreciating the attractiveness and value of 
our products, and, what is more, having the wherewithal 
to buy them for the purpose of meeting their needs. The 
result of this has been that, in spite of entirely needless 
and irritating interferences, our sales in Canada, in this 
effort to find markets beyond our borders, have in- 
creased at a prodigious rate, so that they were about 300 
per cent. greater last year than they were twenty years 
ago. We have been selling during the last year or two 
more of our products to the 5,500,000 people of Canada 
than we have sold to the 60,000,000 of people inhabiting 
the American hemisphere south of the Rio Grande River.

“Take the paper trade as an illustration. In the year 
1899 the paper trade of the United States sold in foreign 
countries goods of its production to the value of $5,600,- 
ooo. Of this amount $912,000, or about one-sixth, repre- 
sented its sales in Canada. The increase in volume of 
sales was about 50 per cent. in five years, and this in the 
face of the fact that the Canadians have within the last 
few years manufactured the greater part of their writing 
paper and calendered paper, and that the paper trade of 
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Great Britain in Canada has in the same interval fallen off 
approximately 20 per cent. 

“The mistake which our Government has made in the 
past has been to discourage the idea in the minds of the 
Canadians that their natural market to sell their goods 
and obtain their supplies is in the United States. In 1882 
the Canadians sold in this country goods of their produc- 
tion to the value of $42,000,000, sales representing a larger

As a mat- 
ter of national policy the result has been disastrous in the 
extreme. Fifteen or twenty years ago a very large pro 
portion of the inhabitants of Canada looked upon com- 
mercial union with our country, brought about through 
annexation, as their ultimate destiny. At the present time 
it would be difficult to find in Canada any man of promi- 
nence who is not an an anti-expansionist. 

“The danger that now confronts us is that the same 
diplomatic blindness which led to the results just named 
will also lead to the breaking down of our market in 
Canada, which last year represented to us sales to the 
amount of $100,000,000. Our average rate of duty on 
dutiable goods is 50 per cent. ad valorem; the average 
duties in Canada are 30 per cent. ad valorem. The Can- 
adians complain that we are not treating them fairly; that 
we are not giving to them the opportunities that they 
accord to us; that as a wonderfully good customer we 
should be willing to encourage and not drive away their 
trade. As we have not thus far been willing to listen to 
their requests, they are showing us in their treatment of 
England what they think we should do for them. Eng- 
land is their best customer, and in recognition of this they 
have cut one-third from the rate of duties on all dutiable 
goods that enter Canada from the United Kingdom, and 
the probabilities are that, if this does not suffice in build- 
ing up trade between Canada and the mother country, 
the time is not far distant when larger concessions will be

Buffalo Waste Paper Ordinance. 


BurFraLo, December 31.—Justice Hooker, in Equity 
Term, Supreme Court, has handed down a decision in the 
Reppenhagen annulment case against the city, and the 
Municipal Waste Paper Company, of Trenton, N. J. 
The decision sustains the demurrer of the city to the com 
plaint, and the case cannot go to trial without an amend- 
ment of the complaint, unless Justice Hooker’s decision is 
reversed. 

Attorney Bull, of Wood & Bull, counsel for Reppen- 
hagen, said that the complaint can be amended, and the 
action tried out in the Buffalo courts, or an appeal can be 
taken to the Appellate Division of the Supreme Court 
from Justice Hooker’s decision. The attorneys 
their intention to continue the fight against the contract 
to the Court of Appeals if necessary.

The soda pulp mill of the Kenmore Pulp and Paper 
Company, Elkton, Md., that has been very thoroughly 
overhauled and improved, will start up next week. 


The Marinette and Menominee Paper Company, Mari- 
nette, Wis., declared a dividend of 16 per cent. at its 
annual meeting. August Spies was re-elected president. 

Emil Schubring caught his hand in the friction rolls at 
the mill of the Outagamie Paper Company, Kaukauna, 
Wis., lately, and the forefinger of his leit hand had to be 
amputated. 

The new No. 4 machine at the mill of the Nekoosa 
(Wis.) Paper Company was started last week. It is the 
latest and best machine in the mill, and is expected to 
make a fine record. 

The boilers at the mills of George A. Whiting, at Me- 
nasha, Wis., and the Combined Locks Paper Company, at 
Combined Locks, Wis., have lately been fitted with Amer- 
ican mechanical stokers. 

The Neenah (Wis.) Paper Company last week com- 
menced the construction of its new finishing room in an- 
ticipation of the addition of its second paper machine. 
The work of setting up the machine will shortly be under- 
taken. 

The new machine of the Parsons Paper Company, at 
Holyoke, Mass., was started last week. The addition is 
now nearly completed, and the company hopes to put on 
the finishing touches in a short time. The machine just 
started is one of the largest machines in the city for the 
manufacture of fine paper 

The American Writing Paper Company has nearly com- 
pleted the exterior portion of its mill at Windsor Locks, 
Conn., and now has the roofs all on. One of the paper 
machines is nearly completed, and the other two will be 
set up as soon as the floors can be laid. Other parts of 
the work are being rushed along as fast as possible. 

It is announced at Toronto, Canada, that the Blanche 
River Pulp and Paper Company, Limited,- has been incor- 
porated. The provisional directors are Frank B. Chapin, 
Donald Clark and E. W. Langley, of Toronto; Wm. Mc- 
Vittee, of Sudbury; and Frank B. Hubbell, of New York; 
and the authorized capital is $1,000,000. It will be remem- 
bered that at the last session of the Legislature the syndi- 
cate obtained a valuable concession in the way of pulp 
lands from the Government. This concession was, it is 


alleged, afterward hawked about in Wall Street, with the 
result that the company has at last been formed. 

The mill of the Michigan Sulphite Fibre Company, 
Port Huron, Mich., is working steadily to full capacity. 
The product is largely taken by regular customers, who 
use only the high grade sulphite. A representive of THe 
PAPER TRADE JOURNAL recently visited the executive 
offices in Detroit, and was shown some fine samples of 
a regular run. 


The Flambeau Paper Company has a pulp and paper 
mill under construction at Park Falls, Wis. The pulp 
mill is about complete and is almost ready to run. The 
paper mill will not be completed until spring. The build- 
ings are now going up, the boiler house and beater 
room building being finished, while work is going for- 
ward on the others. The mill will have two paper ma- 
chines, each about 116 inches wide, and they will be run 
on news paper. 


Oliver Ross, a foreman at the Sterling Paper Company’s 
mill in Hamilton, Ohio, fell from a ladder while adjusting 
machinery the other day and received injuries from which 
he remained unconscious for a considerable time. He was 
removed to his home in an ambulance, and for a time it 
was feared that he had been fatally injured, but his con- 
dition is now greatly improved. He is suffering from con- 
cussion of the brain, an injury to his jaw and a bruised 
condition generally. 


Work at the Island Paper Company plant, Carthage, 
N. Y., which was recently badly burned, is being rushed to 
completion with the greatest rapidity. The Fourdrinier 
machine, which was only installed last spring, was very 
badly damaged, and hence an entire new Fourdrinier part 
was necessary. The requisite part was furnished by the 
Black & Clawson Company, the original builder of the ma- 
chine, and the company reports that it is expecting to start 
this machine again the middle of January. The cylinder 
machine at this mill was also damaged considerably, and 
the company has decided to rebuild it into a Fourdrinier 
machine. The work on the machine is being done by the 
Smith & Winchester Company, of South Windham, Conn. 
The company expects to start this machine at the same 
time as the other. 

The employees of the Union Mills Paper Manufacturing 
Company, of New Hope, Pa., made the Christmas season 
the occasion for testifying to the regard in which they 
hold the superintendent and general manager of the com- 
pany. To the former gentleman, D. B. Oblinger, a hand- 


some ring was given as a token of esteem. The presenta- 
tion speech was made by John A. Hale, the company’s 
general manager. At the close of this pleasant duty Mr. 
Hale himself was made the recipient of an expensive 
umbrella and a box of vigars. In accepting the gifts Mr. 
Hall responded feelingly, taking occasion to mention his 
long connection with the mill, which has been ever since 
it started, twenty years ago. In all that time, he said, 
the welfare of the hands had been a matter of ever in- 
creasing interest. 

In Paper Mill B of the E. B. Eddy Company, Hull, 
Canada, one machine is running with a daily output of 12 
tons. In 2bout a fortnight two more machines will be 
running, with a combined capacity of 30 tons. The pail 
and tub factory is being equipped, and operations will be 
started at an early date. A second pulp mill will be started 
next week. Building operations will continue brisk for 
the next year on the Eddy works. Paper Mill A will 
be built west of Bridge street. This building will be 175 
feet long and 120 feet wide. It will be equipped with four 
large modern paper making machines. A large pulp mill 
will also be built near it. The brush factory and the fibre- 
ware factory will also be rebuilt, as soon as the weather 
permits. The E. B. Eddy Company is overwhelmed with 
orders, and business promises to continue brisk. 

The Bryant Paper Company, of Kalamazoo, Mich., is 
one of the mills riding the high wave of prosperity. The 
three machines are being run to the limit turning out suf- 
ficient product to meet current orders. The volume of 
business being handled is up to mill capacity, and the com- 
pany’s books show a good list of orders. The business has 
enjoyed a substantial growth during the past four years. 
The mill was built in 1896, and started with one machine 
at a time, when the paper market was in a condition 
rather unfavorable for new enterprises. In every other 
way, however, the new project was started under favorable 
auspices. The location of the mill along Portage Creek 
is ideal. The equipment was of the very best type, and 
most important, the company was officered by men of 
years of experience in the various departments of manu- 
facture. The plant was arranged for an anticipated 
growth, which has been fully realized. The three ma- 
chines now running and the plans for building a coating 
mill, of which mention was made in last week’s PAPER 
TRADE JOURNAL, bespeak the product’s place on the 
market. Much of the success of the enterprise is due to 
the effort of Frank Milham, the company’s treasurer and 
general manager. 
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Mir. Frank Gilbert, of Waterford, N. Y., in- 
forms us that on a Jordan Engine, where rubber 
belts only lasted about one year each, he had 
put on a LEVIATHAN BELT, which has been 
running for four years, and looks as though it 
would last for some time to come. 
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THE RECORD OF 1900. 


An Outline Review of t*< Chief Points of Interest in the 
Paper and Pulp lrades—Fires and Failures 
—Necrology. 


The year just closed has been one of prosperity for the 
paper trade of the United States, and both manufacturers 
and jobbers feel that they can congratulate themselves on 
the result of the twelvemonth’s work, In the closing month 
of 1899 the volume of trade reached its climax, with orders 
far in advance of supply, and with prices at their highest. 
After the opening of 1900 and the filling of accumulated or- 
ders there came a gradual slackening in demand and a 
weakening in prices, both becoming more marked as the 
year grew older. 

There was some agitation of the tariff question caused 
by the introduction in the House of Representatives of some 
bills looking to a reduction or entire repeal of present du- 
ties, but the bills all died a natural death. 

There were fears early in the year that the summer 
would bring with it a condition of low water more severe 
than that of 1899, but this fear was not fully realized. 
Low water prevailed for a time, and many mills were 
obliged to curtail or suspend operations, this applying most 
forcibly to ground wood plants. 

PAPER. 

In the writing branch of the trade there has been a 
pretty steady call for product, and while the high prices in 
force at the beginning of the year have softened, those on 
lower grades have held very well. The American Writing 
Paper Company has persistently declined to cut figures, 
and this has been used advantageously by makers outside 
of the company. Product in this line has been increased 
somewhat by the installation of new machines and the 
turning of old machines from other grades onto writings. 

In book papers there has been quite a change since the 
opening of the year’s business. The prices made by the 
bidders for Government contracts last January gave buy- 
ers a cue that the market would go to a lower level, and 
they have been persistent bears ever since. Prices have 
gradually yielded, and it is fair to say that during the year 
this grade has lost about a cent a pound. In May the 
Western manufacturers came together and formed an as- 
sociation, which during May, June and July ordered five 
shutdowns of one week each, an example that was fol- 
lowed in many instances by individual mills in other sec- 
tions. This action naturally served to steacy the market 
to quite a degree 
events that have been of such im- 
portant public interest as to keep up the call for news- 
papers, and fires in Canada and England that decreased 
the output, have combined not only to steadily absorb 
the product of the mills but to keep values very regular 
during the year, so that even toward the close of the year 
large contracts were placed at 2 to 24% cents, in spite of the 
fact that there was then considerable new product in the 
market. The restricted production of ground wood was 
of course an important factor in sustaining the price. 

During the year the Wisconsin mills organized the 
General Paper Company, a corporation having head- 
quarters in Chicago, and selling all the product of all the 
mills interested in it. The Eastern news mills held a 
number of meetings and considered the formation of a 
similar company, but up to the close of the year no such

concern had reached a material existence. 

In December many of the news mills decided to abandon 
the running of machines on Sunday.

By 
September L many mills were again closed, and prices were 
very weak. Later in the month, with more harmony pre- 
vailing among mill owners, prices were advanced, going 
from .go cents to 1.05 cents per hundred, and by November 
they had been pushed up to 1.15 cents, at which the market 
closed. 

The board manufacturers adopted four price lists during 
the year. On January 11, at New York, the list was 
fixed at $30 for straw board, $42.50 for news board, and 
$42.50 for wood pulp board. At a meeting held at Buffalo 
on May 2 an advance of $2 per ton was ordered. while at 
another meeting at Niagara Falls on August 16 yet 
another advance of $2 was ordered, straw board being 
placed at $34, and news board at $44.50. This advance, so 
far as it applied to news board, was repudiated by the 
McEwan Brothers Company, and the new list was not 
lived up to. On December 27, at a meeting at Buffalo, a 
fourth list was agreed to, and this list, in al] its details, is 
printed in this issue of THe Paper TrapdE JOURNAL. 

In the news board branch the McEwan patent has been 
the important factor of the year. In April this patent, that 
had been owned by the National Board and Paper Com- 
pany, was assigned back to McEwan Brothers Company, 
the original owner, and in August it was reassigned to the 
National News Board Company, which was organized to 
control and operate it. Suits were begun against two al- 
leged infringers, and other suits were threatened. In 
November the Uncas Paper Company purchased a half 
interest in the patent, and joined the National News 
Board Company, while the two suits referred to were 
suspended pending negotiations to induce the defendants 
to join the National News Board Company. These ne- 
gotiations were not concluded at the close of the year. 

The paper bag men had their own troubles. In Apri! 
the Union Bag and Paper Company made a cut in prices, 
selling its “automatics” at the same price as its squares. 
The “outside” manufacturers at once met the new condi- 
tions. After these price cutting tactics had been followed 
for some time, the Union Bag and Paper Company re- 
stored its old price list on “automatics,” 
ing advantage of this to reinstate their old figures on their

goods. 

The makers of felt and saturating papers had in force a 
combination during the early part of the year. In July 
they reduced prices and a couple of; months later the com- 
bination broke, resulting in a war Of prices, carried on 
mainly by two large saturating concerns located in Phil- 
adelphia and Chicago. 

The National Wall Paper Company, a combination of 
the call paper stainers, decided on July 17 to dissolve 
Many of the plants were transferred back to their original 
owners, and those that were not thus disposed of are yet 
to be sold. 

Canada engaged in a vigorous paper and pulp cam 
paign in 1900. The Province of Ontario on May 1 made 
effective a regulation prohibiting the export of wood cut 
on crown lands, while Quebec on January 29 decreed that 
pulp wood cut on crown lands should pay a stumpage fee 
of $1.90, a rebate of $1.50 being allowed if the wood was 
manufactured in Canada. These provisions naturally in- 
terfered with the Canadian supply of wood pulp to United 
States manufacturers, and also forced the prices of wood 
up, these tendencies being made more pronounced by the 
action of Canadian railways in raising freights on pulp 
wood. In January there began the agitation of the forma 
tion of a Canadian Paper Manufacturers’ Association. The 
organization was finally perfected, and issued its first price 
list in March. 

Woop PuLp AND Frere. 

The markets for wood pulps and fibre were steady and 
strong during almost the entire year. At no time in the 
year was mechanical pulp plentiful, and the low water 
that prevailed during the summer compelled«so general a 
shutting down of grinders that even when the streams 
allowed operations to be resumed there were no offerings 
of any size in the market. At one time there were in the 
market buyers from the English market, but they were 
unable to find supplies here. 

The sulphite manufacturers have maintained an asso- 
and have regulated prices and output’ very suc- 
cessfully. The association included within it all the un 
bleached product made in the United States and Canada, 
and up to the closing month maintained a minimum price

of 2.10 cents. In December, in order to accommodate 
some of the lower grades, the minimum figure was re 
duced to 1.95 cents. There was an active call for sul 
but with the shutting down of 
the book mills sulphite manufacturers had to regulate their 
product accordingly. This was done without any agreed 
shutdown of the mills iff unison. ~ 

The topic that occupied the minds of sulphite manufac 


phite in the early dealings, 


‘turers very largely was that of the patent litigation over 


sulphite linings. The owner of the Russell patent brought 
suit against two alleged infringers, and in the United States 
Circuit Court the case was decided adversely to the de- 
fendants as to certain digesters in use, while as to another 


no decision was rendered. The case then went up on ap- 
peal, but before the appeal was heard a compromise was 
arranged. A new suit was next brought by the owner of 
the Russell patent against the Hollingsworth & Whitney 
Company, it being claimed that the latter was infringing 
on the former's rights by using a Non-Antem digester. 
The suit is yet pending. 

The market for soda fibre has been quiet. In the early 
dealings soda fibre was scarce and high, but with a slack- 
ening of demand the price eased off, this movement being 
also assisted by the incoming of a small amount of new 
product.

This is the estimate of A. J. Johnson, the forestry 
expert, of Astoria. Of this amount he credits the mills 
with 500,000,000 feet, and figures that 400,000,000 was used 
for fuel, fence posts, rails, &c.

Martin, an engineer at the paper mills of 
the West Virginia Pulp and Paper Com- 
pany, at Luke, Md., was caught in a mon- 
ster flywheel last week and instantly killed.

Pulley Burst in Paper Mill. 

Eau Carre, Wis., December 31.—The 
new paper mill of the Dells Pulp and Paper 
Company was started up last week and the 
machinery ran very smoothly. Suddenly a 
pulley revolving at a high rate of speed 
burst, breaking two other pulleys that were 
in line and destroying a heavy belt. No per- 
son was injured. This part of the big plant 
will be shut down for a few days on ac- 
count of the accident. 


Caught in Belting. 


John Bazalevitch, who is employed at 
the Diamond Mills Paper Company’s 
plant, at Millburn, N. J., was severely 
injured while at work in the mill last week. 
In attempting to throw the belt off the 
stationary pulley on a big cutting machine 
his right hand got caught between the 
belt and the pulley. The machine was 
going at a high rate of speed, and the man 
was hurled across the-room. His right 


arm was broken in two places, and he also 
received a severe scalp wound 4 inches 
long on the rigft side of his head. 
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San Francisco Paper News. 

San Francisco, December 23.—Harry R. 
Williar, the local paper exporter, who has 
offices at 214 Pine street, states that the 
Japanese are rapidly cutting into the paper 
business, and that mills are being estab- 
lished at a rapid rate in the land of the 
Mikado. So many mills have been started 
that it is feared that the American export 
paper trade will in a few months be ranked 
with that which was. Already shipments 
of paper from this country are falling off 
to a noticeable degree. There is a large 
supply of wood in Japan, and that the Jap- 
anese believe that paper of their own manu- 
facture would find profitable markets in 
their own country is demonstrated by the 
manner in which they have taken hold of 
the paper manufacturing business.
